Toronto — After hearing H. W, 
Whitla, of Winnipeg, counsel for the 
Dominion Government, present élab- 
orate tables of figures showing the 
enormous discrimination against the 


west in freight rates, running in some 
tases to over 25 per cent., the railway 
commission decided that the onus 
must’ be placed on the railways, and 
they must justify their existing west- 
ern rates. The inquiry, however, will 
not stop at that. After an interest- 
ing legal contest, Mr. Whitla and Jas. 
Bicknell, K.C,, the yovernment coun- 
* gel, won a decided victory by secur- 
ing a ruling tha; every phase of 
freight rates will bv investigated, not 
only the question of discrimination 
against the west, but, if necessary, the 
reasonableness of the east as well as 
the west, and the general basis upon 
which they were established. 
The railway counsel tried hard to 
confine it to merely the question of 
fliscrimination, the position which was 
taken by M. K. Cowan, K. C., counsel 
‘for Alberta and. Saskatchewan, who 
ebjected to it going further. This Mr. 
Whitla and Mr. Bicknell strenuously 
opposed, and finally won a signal vic- 
tory, which,.in the end, may mean 
much to the western shipper and con- 
sumer, 
The date for the next sitting, when 
the railways will assume the onus of 
justification, was not fixed, but it was

ASK ENGLAND TO INTERFERE. 


Much Pressure Brought to Bear by 
Cultured Section of Her Indian 
Subjects. 


Rome. — Considerable importance 
is given here to the remarkable 
interview which Assim Bey, the Turk- 
ish minister for foreign affairs, has ac- 

. corded to the special representative of 
the London Daily Chronicle at Con- 
stantinople. The text of the interview 
has been telegraphed to Italy in full, 
ang is reproduced in special editions 
of the newspapers. 

A spirit of skepticism prevails as to 
the outcome of the intervention of the 
great powers and the likelihood of a 
speedy peace. The “Corriere della 
Sera” comments with delight on the 
Daily Chronicle’s leading article, coun- 
selling Turkey to yield to Italy the oc- 
cupation of Tripoli, and is pleased to 
recognize therein what it calls the 
tardy conversion of the London daily 
which has been most persistently op- 
posed to Italy's action since the out- 
break of the war. ' 

“Tl Secolo” publishes a column spec- 
ial interview with one of the heads of 
the India office, at Whitehall, alleging 
that the British government is placed 
in an embarrassing position over the 
Italo- Turkish war owing to the im- 
mense influence and pressure which 
the cultured Musselman population of 
the Indian empire is bringing to bear 
a.ainst any favoritism on the part of 
the central executive toward Italy. 
The India office official states that 
not only his department, but also 
pther government offices are inundat- 
ed with letters and telegrams from 
Moslem communities in every part 
of the British empire. Hence, contin- 
ues the India office official: 

“While the Indian government is 
preoccupied by the widespread and 
serious character of the pan-islamic 
agitation,the home government in Lon- 
don is constrained to exert its efforts 
to the utmost to limit more and more 
the sphere of conflict; and cannot act 
in any way that could be interpreted 
as hostile to Turkey, in much the 
same way as it has been obliged to 
adopt an _ energetic attitude in the 
face of Russian projects in the Per- 
sian question.

TO ENCOURAGE AGRICULTURE 


Saskatchewan Government Offers 
Silver Trophy for Exhibits at Dry 
Farming Exposition. 


Lethbridge, Alberta—-The govern- 
ment of Saskatchewan, through Hon, 
W. K. Motherwell, minister or agricul- 
ture; has oifered a silver trophy and 
a cash prize for the two best exhibits 
of agricultural products of that prov- 
ince displayed at the International 
Dry-Farmer Products’ Exposition at 
Lethbridge, October 21-26 next. 

The Provincial Government plans to 
sweep everything before it at the Ex- 
position, and is arranging for an ex- 
hibition that will cost approximately 
$5,000. It is estimated that fully 1000 
farmers from Saskatchewan will at- 
tend the Dry-Farming Congress.. 

The Department has placed the mat- 
ter of arranging a provincial exhibit 
in the hands of Mr. H. N. Thompson, 
whose successful exhibit work at Col- 
orado Springs last year, coupled with 
his experience in the Provincial De- 
partment of Agriculture, with which 
he is an agronomist, qualifies him as 
an expert in this line.. 

Mr. Thompson has made application 
for the reservation pf 2000 square feet 
of floor space for the provincial ex- 
hibit, 300 lineal feet for 50 or more 
districts in Saskatchewan, and he an- 
nounces that he will be able to make 
entries in every individual class of 
products. 

Saskatchewan, last year, came 
within a very few points of winning 
the Great Sweepstake price at Col- 
orado Springs, losing out only 
through the fact that it had very few 
vegetables, whereas Alberta won by 
having a large vegetable display that 
scored high. 

The province holds the honor of hav- 
ing produced the best bushel of wheat 
in the world in 1911, and Mr. Thomp- 
son is arranging to uphold this honor 
this year at Lethbridge. He reports 
that the Department of Agriculture is 
sending out six lecturers and organiz- 
ers, who are making a feature of in- 
teresting farmers to specialize. Those 
farmers who make a particular study 
of any one class of agricultural prod- 
uct will be given aid in their work 
by the Department of Agriculture, so 

ot they may specialize even more 
in that class. In this way it is ex- 
pected that the very best products of 
each class will be provided. 


MAY 24 WILL BE PUBLIC HOLIDAY 


Report to the Contrary Is Given Of- 
ficial Denial at State Department. 


Ottawa—A report that May 24 will 
not be a public holiday this year is 
given an official denial at the state de- 
partment. 

In order to abolish the two-genera- 
tion-old custom of observance of May 
24, first as Queen Victoria's birthday, 
and after her death as Victoria Day, 
it would be necessary to change the 
statute, and that was not done at the 
last session of parliament. : 

Although no legislation was passed 
last session in that regard, June 3 will 
be a public holiday, as being the birth- 
day of the reigning sovereign, and a 
proclamation to that effect will prob- 
ably be issued in the course of a week 
or two. 

The result, so far as this year at 
least is concerned, may be that June 
3 will be merely a bank and a goy- 
ernment holiday, with a military sa- 
lute fired at the various stations. 


TO KEEP OUT PEST, 


Government Adopts Precautionary 
Measures Against Fruit Fly. 


Ottawa.—lIn addition to the regula- 
tion prohibiting the importation of un- 
canned fruits and vegetables from Ha- 
waii, as a precaution against the in- 
coming of the Mediterranean fruit fly, 
the government has issued an order 
in council requiring importers of nur- 
sery stock and transportation com- 
panies and customs brokers engaged 
in the importation of nursery stock to 
notify the Dominion entomologist of 
all such imports arriving. The im- 
porters are also required to notify the 
entomologist, giving all particulars 
within five days of ordering. 


Alberta Fire Ranger. 


Edmorton.—A new fire ranger for 
the province of Alberta has been ap- 
pointed by the Dominion government 
in,the person of R. H, Palmer of the 
real estate firm of Austin and Pal- 
mer., 

Mr. Palmer’s sphere of activity will 
extend from Edmonton west to the 
boundaries of the Brazeau and Atha- 
basca forest reserves and Jasper 
Fark; south to include the railroads 
being built west from Red Deer to 
Rocky Mountain House and the boun- 
dary of the Brazeau reserve; east to 
include Lac La Biche and as far north 
as it is possible and practicable to 
provide fire rangers.

Ottawa.—The first month of the new 
fiscal year shows an extraordinary in- 
crease in the revenue from customs 
duties and-Sets a pace which if it can 
be maintained throughout the year 
will produce in the neighborhood of 
one hundred millions. 

The custom receipts from the month 
of April just ended reached $8,057,-

THE MARKET REPORT 


Weekly Grain Letter Supplied by 
Thompson, Sons & Co., Grain Mer- 
chants, Winnipeg. 

The advance in prices in the wheat 
markets which was set going by the 
flood of damage reports regarding the 
winter wheat crop in the central states 
of the United States continuéd briskly 
up till April 20th, by which date the 
highest prices for the present 
crop year were reached in the 
United States markets and 
also in our Winnipeg market 


There seems little doubt that the am- 
ount of winter killing wiil result in the 
abandonment of the largest number of 


acres on record, it is treely 
estimated now that as much as 
5,0uy,000 acres own to winter 
wheat last fall will have to be 
counted out of this year’s United 
States winter wheat acreage. Mr. B. 


W. Snow, the well-known crop expert, 
issued a summarized estimate, which 
stated that the general situation did 
not encourage an expectation of over 


350,000,000 bushels of winter 
wheat this year in the United 
States Last year the final officiai 
estimate after threshing was a 
yield of 431,000,000 bushels. 
Today an estimate of the probable 
acreage under spring wheat in the 


Dakotas and Minnesota forecasis a 
reduction of about 2,000,000 acres, and 
for this are 
shortage of fall plowing, a desire on 
the part of a great many farmers to 
increase diversity in cropping, and 
unfavorable weather in North Dakota 
delaying the seeding of wheat. One 
can easily understand the desire to in- 
crease the acreage of other crops at 
the expense of wheat when one consid- 
ers the big prices going for oats, bar- 
ley, flax, hay and potatoes, but a de- 
crease of 2,000,000 acres in wheat in 
the three leading spring wheat state, 
on the back of the big de- 
crease in winter wheat acreage 
would be sensational and unless 
the average yield per acre 
over the country does not come close 
to a record yield, the wheat situation 
in the United States during the crop 
year of 1912-1913 would be absolutely 
on a domestic basis. In the United 
States in the last few days there is a 
considerable falling off of the primary 
receipts as compared with a year ago, 
and an increase in primary ship- 
ments; if continued,, there will soon 
be a large decrease in the United 
States visible supply. In regard to 
statistics last week, the world’s ship 
ments were comparatively large at 
18,824,000 bu., against 12,016,000 bu. a 
year ago. The quantity on ocean pas- 
sage increased 1,824,000 bu., and the 
total is now 55,848,000 bu., against 56,- 
656,000 bu. one year ago, so that it is 
now only 808,000'bu. less than a year 
ago, while on March Ist the quantity 
on passage was 15,000,000 less than at 
the same date in 1911. The amount 
on passage is included in the Euro 
pean visible supply, and last week that 
visible showed an increase of 3,712,- 
000 bu., whereas a year ago there was 
a decrease of 3,400,000 bu. Thus the 
aggregate European visible now 
stands at 93,836,000 bu., against 108,- 
704,000 bu. last year, so that there is 
now only a shortage of 14,868,000 bu. 
compared with last year, whereas at 
the beginping of March the figures 
showed a shortage of 37,080,000 bu. 
this year as compared with same date 
in 1911. Even the stocks in public 
warehouses in Liverpool have begun 
to increase slightly, and this week 
amount to 936,000 bu., against 872,000 
bu. last week and 2,304,000 bu. last 
year. Thé United States visible sup- 
ply decreased last week 1,800,000 bu., 
against a decrease of 1,675,000 bu. a 
year ago, and now stands at 46,160,- 
000 bu., compared to about 31,653,000 
bu. last year. The Canadian visible 


supply aggregates 31,093,000 bu., 
against 13,672,000 bu. last year. A 
study of the foregoing statistics af- j 


fords no ground for any big advance 
in wheat prices. As compared with a 
year ago prices show the large ad- 
vance of lie to 25c in the United 
States markets, and 10c in our Win- 
nipeg ‘market so that it is just pos 
sible that the markets are going a lit- 
tle too fast. We have all along looked 
for higher prices, and we are now get- 
ting them, but only time will decide 
as to whether we are justified in look- 
ing for a further important advance 
Much wilt depend on the progress of 
this year’s world’s crops, Evidently 
there is no hope of anything but a 
moderate or small winter wheat crop 
in the United States, but the spring 
wheat crops of the United States and 
Western Canada may do well, and Eu- 
ropean crops are giving a good aver- 
age promise. Caution at the present 
time in buying on the advance is in- 
advisable, but unfavorable weather for 
this year's crops will send prices very 
high. 

Our Winnipeg market continues as 
strong and healthy as ever. Notwith- 
standing the great accumulations of 
wheat waiting at the terminals for 
the opening of lake navigation, and 
continued liberal movement from the 
country, there is a good demand for 
all grades of cash wheat, and evident- 
ly no scarcity of money to pay for it, 
Lake navigation will probably open in 
a day or two, and will let loose a 
flood of wheat, which, however, is al- 
ready sold for export. The work of 
seeding the new crop over Western 
Canaua is progressing, not fast, but 
steadily, and the season so far is what 
we would call normal. We have two 
drawbacks, the shortage in fall plow- 
ing and too much inferior seed, but 
how these may affect the acreage and

Greut grace might enable us to 
love our enemies, do good to those 
who hate us, Diess those who curse 
us and pray for such as despitefully 
use us, but when it comes to lending 
without hoping for a return, giving 
to everyone that asks ana ieiting the 
mal Wes lanes Your Civban wave youl 
coat also, it does look like a good 
time for tramps, imposters, thieves 


and robbers, We know that the right- 
eous Lord joveth righteousness, and 
anything unrighteous. He would not 
do nor ask us to do, sO We muSt pray- 
erfully wait upon Him for clearer 
jight upon this teaching. According 
o verse 35 and Matt. v, 45, the object 
is that we may be manifestly “the 
shildren of the Highest,” “the children 
of our Father which is in heaven.’ It 
8 therefore not a matter of what is 
expedient or accordine te reason, but 
how can we, as the children of God, 
nake people to Know our b'atner, God”? 
20), those who had received Him as 
He was teaching his disciples (verse 
the Christ, the Son of God, and had 
left all to follow Him, those whom He 
was to leave in the world in His stead, 
that because of them the world might 
believe and know the only living and 
true God and Jesus Christ, whom He 
sent into the world to manifest Him 
(John xvii, 3, 11, 21, 23. It is truly 
a high, holy, heavenly calling to rep- 
resent God and Christ in the power 
of the Holy Spirit and be so alive 
to their interests that we shall be 
wholly dead to our own. 

The love of God and of Jesus Christ 
is the greatest thing we ever heard 
of, and there are no more wonderful 
statements concerning it than John iii. 
16; 1 John iii, 16. 

Put with these “God commendeth 
His love toward us in that while we 
were yet sinners Christ died for us.” 
“In this was manifested the love of 
God toward us because that God sent 
His only begotton Son into the world 
that we might live through Him.” “He 
spared not His own Son, but delivered 
Him up for us all.” “Christ loved the 
church and gave Himself for it.” “The 
church of God which He hath pur- 
chased with His blood.’ “The Son of 
God loved me and gave Himself for 
me.” “Rom. v, 8; viii, 32; I John iv, 9 
10; Eph. v. 25; Acts xx, 28; Gal. ii, 30). 
In the light of such tremendous state- 
ments consider the treatment that He 
received when here, in humiliation an@ 
even as He taught our lesson of to- 
day. He was in the world which 
He had made, but it knew Him not. 
He came unto His own special people 
Israel, but they received Him not. 
Their rulers had no kind of words or 
thoughts for Him, They said that He 
had a devil and was mad and that He 
deceived the people, and in their hat- 
red they finally killed Him, accusing 
Him falsely and giving Him no sem- 
blance of a fair trial (John i, 10, 11; 
vii, 12, 20; viii, 52; x. 20). Yet He 
bore it all patiently and did not talk 
back nor strike back, though He might 
have swept them off the earth with a 
look or a word, as He will do at His 
coming in glory to set up His king- 
dom and share it with His own re- 
deemed ones (Ise. xi, 4: II. Thess, 
ii, 8; Col. fil, 4; Rev. iii, 21), 

Now, considering that by such love 
and by the sacrifice of Himself He 
vas at such infinite cost and by such 
suffering, bearing our sins in His own 
hody, made all who receive Him chil- 
dren of God and joint heirs with Him- 
self, partakers of His kingdom and 


glory, does it not look a good bit eas- 
ier to love, to bless, to help others 
for His sake, to give, to lend, to do 
good, hoping fer nothing again, to 
serve those who cannot serve us in 
return? Do we not feel like saying 
as Mephibosheth said of Ziba, “Yea, 
‘et him take all, forasmuch as my 
Lord the King is come dgain” (II, 


Sam. xix, 30). 

Our Lord never encouraged wrong- 
doing, and we may be sure that He 
would not have us do anything to en- 
courage injustice and oppression, 
theft or robbery or idleness or any- 
thing of the spirit that would wrong- 
fully take the property of another, 
But He would have us show in our 
daily life that we have such treasure 
in Himself and in His kingdom that 
we are ready to use all present things 
for the good of others if only we may 
win them to Him, bearing meekly any 
loss or cross for His sake. The love 
of Christ constraineth us to live no 
longer unto ourselves, but unto Him 
who died for us and rose again (1. Cor. 
vy, 14, 15). Since Paul could take 
pleasure in infirmities, in the bearing 
of insults, in distress, in persecutions, 
in grievous difficulties, for Christ's 
sake (II, Cor. xii, 10). Waymouth, the 
same grace is at our disposal, to en- 
able us to reckon all loss as mere ref- 
use because of the priceless privilege 
of knowing Christ Jesus as our Lord. 
Does it not seem as if we could lend 
‘or give or go or bear any loss be- 
cause of such love and because of His 
kingdom? Let our one question be, 
“Lord, what wilt Thou have me to 
do?” and our motto, “Just to please 

and we shall not be apt either 
to transgress or come short.
